"During my last suamer in Russia in 1955* I vas sent to a coop 
In Krasnoyarsk! on the Vladivostok line. Before I vas sent away from 
this concentration camp in August, an old German prisoner vho had been 
in a hospital arrived at this camp. I have forgotten his name but be 
said to me; "A Swede with the name Wallenberg is in the hospital. He 
is very ill but when he heard that there is a person here with the 
name BJorkelund he asked me to contact you. Wallenberg wished that you 
would inform the fredlsh Embassy regarding hie location." 

I remember that I said to the German that” The devil knows when X 
shall be a free agent but I shall remember it.” Then my German friend 
said that Wallenberg vas captured In Budapest in 19^5 when he 
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served there with the Swedish Red Cross* He was accused of spying for 
the iteer leans, the German said* He was sentenced for ten years for this*

At a 
meeting with a Russian doctor colleague in 1961, Prof* Svartz salu 
that he learned that Wallenberg was alive but M in very poor condition."

that the Russian information about Wallenberg's death in 19^7 could 
not be refuted and that "the burden of proof lies with those who wish

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The Finnish State Police forgot to ask me about the Rauol Wallen- 
berg case when they questioned me after ny arrival home from ay Russian 
inprlsomect, n said Boris BJorkelund on Friday to Dagena Hyheter's 
correspondent* "And I myself had not thought about the Swede. Z was 
obviously very worn out after ny ten hard years in prison and had not 
been able to follow all the events In the west." 

The same representative of the State Police who questioned 
BJorkelund in 19^5 contacted him on Friday. The policeman only 
stated that he had forgotten to touch on the Wallenberg case during 
the questioning. In addition, Sweden Ti telephoned and planned to 
Interview them on Saturday.

It was trans- 
lated into Finnish* His parents were Finnish Swedes but lived in 
Russia when Boris vent to school. But be has always had his Finnish 
cltlaenahlp despit* the fact that he served in the Russian Navy prior 
to the revolution. Ee speaks Swedish with a strong Russian accent 
despite all the years in his parents' homeland.
